What is tli«* real cure? The bringing 
home to public utility companies of 
tbelr responsibility to the public f"i 
pood service at reasonable rates and 
on the other hand, the convincing of 
the public that such companies are en­ 
titled to a fair return upon their in­ 
vestments and furthermore that the 
grafter tn city council or state leglsla 
ture who tri« s to levy tribute on these 
companies is a public enemy. How is 
this to be accomplished? 
By state 
boards • f control, removed from local 
antagonisms and clothed with powers 
adequate to the protection of the pub­ 
lic on the one hand and of the compa­ 
nies on the other. It Is only about a 
year since the public utilities of New 
York and Wisconsin were placed un­ 
der .such control, yet already some cor 
poratlous have been disciplined. 
No permanent cure for economic 
evils can, however, come from such 
hoards of control unless there is a 
general awakening to a higher type of 
civic consciousness and of individual 
Integrity. 
In a large seuse we are 
personally responsible for the econom­ 
ic conditions under which we live. So 
long as we worship wealth without re­ 
gard to the methods of its acquirement 
we are silent partners of the men who 
get it dishonestly or by oppression. 
So long as we are negligent of the 
character of the men we choose to 
represent us politically we are parties 
to every graft game of our representa­ 
tives. 
We don’t need a new political 
syBtem, but we do need a new sense 
of aggressive righteousness in politics 
and business alike. 
With the coming 
of that will come the remedying of the 
economic wrongs which give the So­ 
cialists their most effective arguments, 
and without it no system, whether so­ 
cialistic or capitalistic, will be satisfy­ 
ing or stable. 
Tublic opinion of the right sort is a 
tremendous power for good In both 
business and politics. 
It encourages 
and sustains the man who is honest, 
straightforward and fair and rebukes 
and defeats the man who seeks un­ 
worthy ends by unworthy means. But 
public opinion of the right sort Is rare. 
It must be not only Intelligent, but 
sincere, and its sincerity depends ab­ 
solutely upon the character of the 
masses. 
Men who in srnali ways oi>- 
press or take advantage of others can 
utter no effective protest against the 
oppressive or unfair methods of great 
corporations. Men who willingly evade 
laws which inconvenience them In lit­ 
tle ways form a poor support to public 
officials who are trying to enforce laws 
which affect the people In larger ways. 
The labor and political problems of 
this nation are dependent for their 
best solution in an tntiuate and per­ 
sonal way upon the individual charac­ 
ters and ethical ideals of the millions 
who make up the nation, and there Is 
no way in wbi< h we can evade this 
personal responsibility.

timber that were thrown into the air 
by the explosion and ten more persons 
are reported missing. 
The exact number of dead cannot be 
determined until to-day for those work­ 
ing to recover the entombed bodies 
must dig through 50 feet of dirt, rock 
and a tangle of pipes and timbers. 
The explosion occurred in a 50-foot 
deep excavation that had been made in 
Gold street between York and Front 
streets, where a water main was being 
laid. The gas main sprung a leak and 
in a manner unknown a spark came in 
contact with the escaping gas. Imme­ 
diately there was a terrific explosion 
that lifted the surface of the street 
for half a block in both directions and 
hurled dirt, paving stones and debris 
into the air. 
When the smoke and dust cleared 
away it was seen that the street had 
been opened from doorstep to door­ 
step over an area of nearly a block 
The loosened earth and debris had 
fallen into the excavation, burying the 
score of laborers who were at work 
when the accident happened. 
Great 
tongues of flame shot out of crevices 
in the street and beside them geysers 
of water leaped into the air from a 
water main that had been shattered by 
the explosion. Two bodies were stick 
Ing out of the w reckage. 
Gold street was crowded with school 
children when the exploston occurred 
and that scores of children were not 
killed or injured was remarkable 
woman and three children were almost 
opposite the excavation when the earth 
crumbled under their feet and they 
were swept down into the hole under 
tons of wreckage. Two other children 
were on the opposite side of the street 
when the sidewalk caved in and they 
lost their lives 
Samuel Trout, foreman of the gang 
of laborers who wore laying the water 
main, was near the woman and three 
children 
who lost their lives. 
He 
rushed forward as he felt the street 
tremble from the explosion in an en- 
leavor to save them, but he, too, was 
drawn into the death hole.

was that four men who were working 
in the lower part of the trench and 
who heard the first

of

crumbling timbers saved their lives by 
crawling through a sewer pipe which 
led towards the East river. These men 
were

through water almost up to their neck* 
before they reached a place of safety 
They were the only ones who escaped. 
The police arrested seven men who 
were in charge of the work that was 
being done.

Mr. Rockefeller Is Questioned as to Re­ 
bates Said to Have Been Paid 
to the Standard Oil Co. by 


V a r i o u s R a i l r o a d s . 


New York, Nov. 2 1 — For over fiv« 
hours Friday John I). Rockefeller, wit­ 
ness for the defense in the government 
suit to dissolve th** Standard Oil Co., 
faced an unceasing fire of questions 
from the federal counsel, I-rank B. 
Kellogg, and when adjournment was 
taken until Monday the head of the oil 
combine w as still being cross examined 
on tho charges that the company In Us 
early days accepted rebates to the dis­ 
advantage of Its rivals. 
Mr. Rockefel­ 
ler’s cross-examination will 
probably 
not be concluded until late Tuesday, as 
Mr. Kellogg made It known that he 
would Inquire into every detail of the 
company’s business from Mr. Rocke­ 
feller. 
The enormous earning power of the 
oil combination was sharply brought, 
out when Mr. Rockefeller, after stating 
that the Standard had paid dividends 
amounting to $40,000,000 in 1907, said 
it had earned as much more and that 
this was added to the company’s sur­ 
plus, which was stated by the govern 
ment’a counsel to he $300,000,000. 
It 
was further stated by Mr. Kellogg that 
the compny within the last eight years 
bad earned nearly half a billion dollars. 
The course of Mr. Rockefeller’s tes 
timony in the hands ot 
government 
counsel ran not so smoothly as when 
he told his story under the direction 
of friendly counsel, but the rapid fire 
Interrogations of the prosecutor were 
always met with readiness to .answer 
except when as he explained. 
"It Is quite impossible for me to re­ 
member after 35 years. 
I do not re­ 
call.” 
Mr. 
Rockefeller 
was 
questioned 
closely regarding rebates which 
the 
Standard was charged with receiving, 
but with the exception of the agree­ 
ment. with the Pennsylvania railroad, 
which Mr. Rockefeller explained gave 
the Standard a rebate because it ef 
fee ted an equalization of oil shipments, 
Mr Rockefeller could not recall any 
other rebates, though he thought It 
was likely that he might have heard of 
it at the time.
